RE: Budget Adjustment Ordinance 


In accordance with the City's Budget Adjustment Policy, requests for budget 

adjustments must be submitted to the Controller's office by March 1, June 1, 
September 1, and November 1. Attached is an ordinance detailing those 
appropriation requests submitted by March 1. They have been approved by the 
respective Division Head, the Controller, and the Mayor. 


Additional Appropriation Oj __ — 0 ~^ 

1. The Controller's Office requests an additional appropriation of $120,000 
to purchase computer hardware to run new version of accounting software. 
Current hardware is not compatible. It was determined that the price of 
new hardware was more cost effective than purchasing a new accounting 
system. Council approved a budget adjustment 4th quarter 1994 to purchase 
the new version of software. 


2. The Controller's Office also requests an additional appropriation of 
$119,500 to pay for interest on short term borrowing and paying agent fees 
normally paid from the debt service fund. At the 1995 tax hearing, the 
State Board of Tax Commissioners put the City on notice that Debt Service 
funds can not pay these type of expenses even though this had been 
accepted this in the past. The appropriation originally allocated to the 
Debt Service Fund was transferred to the General Fund in the form of cash 
balance. This adjustment will now make the appropriation in the General 
Fund. 


3. The Board of Works requests an additional appropriation of $65,000 to 
repair the Lafayette Street underpass headwall. 

4. The Board of Works also requests an additional appropriation of $73,545 to 
complete a COIT project. This amount was previously encumbered on a 1992 
purchase order. After two years open purchase orders are automatically 
closed out and the funds revert to fund balance. This request is to 
reappropriate those funds as the project will be closed out in 1995. 

5. The Property Manager requests an additional appropriation of $260,000 for 
improvements to the City County Building. Council had been approved this 
budget adjustment in 1994, but delays in the telecommunications project 
postponed these improvements until 1995. The $260,000 approved in 1994 
has reverted to fund balance and this request will reappropriate that 
amount. 


6. The Transportation Dept, requests an additional appropriation of $3,100 to 
pay off vacation accrual according to the Personnel Policy. 

7. The Parks Dept, requests an additional appropriation of $37,000 to pay 
additional interest on the Park Bond. At the time of budget preparation 
the final amortization schedule was not available. 

8. The L R & S Fund requests an additional appropriation of $10,000 for minor 
expenditures related to Transportation projects not covered in other 
established budgets. 

9. The Domestic Violence Fund requests an additional appropriation of $8,700 
to pay for the Spring Conference - Safety, Justice and Autonomy for 
Battered Women. The conference will be supported with donations and fees.
